In respect to the offers which have 
|| been made by Mid-West Utilities and by 
|| the Calgary Power Company, and any | 

other proposals which may be made look- 

ing to the sale or lease of the power plant 
|| or any civic utility, the course of the city 
|} council is plain. The council has no 

responsibility to decide whether any such 
shall be accepted or rejected, nor 
i} any right to do so. But council has a very 
distinct obligation to find out and 
make known to the tax-payers of the city 
exactly what are the terms and conditions 
| of every offer submitted; and having done 
that, to pass the proposal along to the tax- | 
payers for acceptance or rejection. 

The utilities are the property of the 
|| tax-payers. They were created by borrow- 

ing money on the security of the property 

of the people of the city. If any of these 
| enterprises are to be disposed of it is the 
i| very clear right of the tax-payers to be 
asked to pass on the proposals. Council 
would be neither justified nor wise in 
|| assuming to itself any right to make a 
| decision of any kind. 

But it is equally clearly the business of | 
|| council to let the tax-payers know what 
|| every such proposal amounts to, and to | 
employ whatever legal or technical talent 
may be required to interpret its provisions | 
and fathom its implications. That done, 
and the information put before the tax- | 
navers completely and impartially, council 
should stand aside and ask the proprietors

THE THEORY DOES NOT FIT 

In a letter, which appears in another | 
|| eolumn, a correspondent draws attention | 
|| to the very notable decline that has taken | 
place in the production of butter in Can- 
ada during the last four years, and offers’ 
|, an explanation. As to the fact of the de- 
|| cline there is no possible doubt. In 1924 
Canada exported butter to the amount of 
24,000,000 pounds. Last year Canada im- 
ported butter for home consumption. Our 
export butter trade is dead. The home 
production does not meet the home de- 
mand The correspondent accounts for 
this regrettable change in the situation by 


“the large importations of cheap butter 
om New Zealand arfd Australia.” The 
butter-makers in those Dominions, he 


contends, have flooded the Canadian mar- 
ket with their product, under the terms of 
the Australian trade treaty, undersold the 
Canadian producer and to a considerable 
extent driven the Canadian dairyman and 
dairy farmer out of business. 

The correspondent estimates that from 
September last up to the present month 
15,000,000 pounds of New Zealand and 
Australian butter came into Canada. The 
official figures for the whole year ending 
with Februar last were 11,331,697 
pounds. Even assuming the estimate to 
be correct, the explanation does not meet 
the case. The Canadian people consume 
250,000,000 pounds of butter in a year. To 
suppose that an importation of less than 

| one-tenth of that amount could destroy an 
|| export trade of 24,000,000 pounds and so 


overstock or undermine the Canadian 
market as to demoralize the industry, 


forcing Canadian dairymen to quit busi-

| WATERWAY IMPROVEMENT 

In the suppiementar estimates 
brought down at Ottawa appears an item 
of $50,000 for the improvement of naviga- 
tion on the Athabasca river and one of 
$21,000 for the construction of a wharf at 
McMurray. The Dominion has not been 
over-generous in the past in spending 
money to enlarge the usefulness of the 
great waterway system which offers 
access to all parts of the vast northland 
It is to be hoped that the present votes 
mark the beginning of a policy of systema- 
tic improvement which will minimize the 
dangers and inconveniences of these 
streams and correspondingly facilitate 
transport by water during the restricted 
season in which boats can run. That the 
rivers are useable only during a few 
months of the year makes it more than 
otherwise important that channels be 
cleared and marked so that the greatest 
amount of traffic can be accommodated 
With attention newly turned to the de 
velopment of northern resources of all 
kinds, these waterways will take on an 
importance they have not previously had

CANADIAN BUTTER IMPORTS 


I have before me an editorial clip- 
ping from your issue of May 7th. It 1s 
true that there was not much Austra- 
lian butter imported into Canada 
during the last year. That is owing io 
the fact that the Dumping Duty ts 
applied on all butter sent to Canada 
on direct sale. They, however, have 
shipped in small quantities by con- 
signing same and in this way have 
evaded the Dumping Duty and we| 
may look for much larger consign- 
ments of butter from Australia this 
next year than during the past year if 
our Government still maintains that 
the Dumping Duty is not to be ap- 
plied on consigned butter. It does 
seem rather peculiar that the Dump- 
ing Duty should be applied on a 
legitimate transaction but not when | 
consigned in order to avoid the! 
Dumping Duty. ‘Trouble.arises owing 
to the fact that after the Australian 
Treaty was passed our Government by 
Order-in-Council extended the priv- 
ilege so far as butter is concerned to} 
New Zealand. New Zealand having no 
Paterson Scheme in effect, and there- 
fore not coming under our dumping 
laws, has had all the advantage 
the Australian Trade Treaty and the 
treaty has been absolutely of no bene- 
fit to Australia so far as butter im- 
ports into this country are concerned 
It is quite obvious now that about} 
15,000,000 pounds of Australian and 
New Zealand butter has been brought 
into Canada between September 192 
and May 1928. Also it is well to re-
